and for that they had come thither, and openly fought a- 
2in(t chem in the behalfe of Poridea. Neuecthelefls the 
arte brake not openly forth as yer, and they yer abſtai- 


ned from Armes; for this was bur a particular action of 


the Corinthians. 


V 'T when Potidea was. once belieged, both for 
their mens ſakes that were within, and alſo for feare 
to loſe the place,they could no longer hold. Bur our 
of hand, they procured of their Confederates to goe to La- 
cedemon; and thither alſo they went themſelues, wich 
clamouts and accuſations, againſtthe Athenians, that they 
had broken the League, and wronged the Peloponneſians. 
The Azginete, though not openly by Ambaſladours, for 
feare of the Athenians, yet pruuly intligated them to the 
Warre as much as any ; alledging that they were nor per- 
mitted to gouexne themſelues according to their owne 
Laws,as by the Articles they ought to haue beene. So the 


) D. Lacedemonians hauing called together the Confederates,and 


whoſoeucr elſe hadany inwſtice to lay to the charge of the 


| Athenians, itt the ordinary * Councell of their owne State 


commanded them to ſpeake. 'Theh preſented euery one his 
accuſation ; and amongſt the reſt, the Mepareans, beſides 
many other their great differences, laid open this eſpecial- 
ly, "That contrary to. the Articles, they were forbidden 
the Atheniav Makers and Hauens.

En of Lacedzmon, your own fidelity both in matter of eſtate 
1 V 1& conuerſation,naketh you the leſſe apt to beleeue vs,when we 
accuſe others of the contrary. And heereby- you gaine mdeed 
a reputation of equity; but you haue leſſe experience in the gffaires of 
Forraine States . For although we haue oftentimes foretold you that the 
Athenians would te'vs a miſchiefe ; yet from time to time when 
we told it you, you newer would take informatis of it but haue ſuſpþefed B 
rather, that what We-ſpake, ' hath proceeded from our  owne' priuate 


differences." And you hane therefore called bither theſe Confederates, 


not before wee had ſuffered, but now, When the enill i already *opon 
Ds. Before whom, our ſpeech muſt bee ſo miich- the * longer, by how 
much our obieftions are the greater,'in that wee baue both by the A- 
thenians beene intured, q1d by you neplefted. If the Athenians 
lurking in ſome obſcure place, bad done theſe wrongs onto the Cxre- 
Cians, wee ſhould then haueneeded toproue the ſame before you, as 
to men that knew it not. But now-what cauſe haue ivte to -v/e. lons 


| diſcourſe, when youſee already that-fome are br ought into ſerntude, 


and that they are contriuing the like againſt others, and eſpecially a- 
gainſt our ( onfederates, and are themſelues, in caſe Warre ſhould be 
'made-againſ? them, long fifice prepared for it * For elſe they would ne- 
uer baue. taken Corcyra, and holden #t from cos by force, nor hae

ſolute And we know, not onely that the Athenians haue incroached

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alſo the onely men, that tone to pull downe the power of the Enemnne, not 
When it beginneth, but when it is doubled. You haue indeede a report | 

to bee ſure, but yet i©16 more'in fame that, then in fa. For we our 
ſelues know, that the Perl1an came againſt Peloponneſus, from the 

B otmoſt parts of the Earth; before you encountred him, as became your 
State. -And alſo now you connine at the Athenians, Þbo are not as 
the Medes, farre off, but hard at hand , chooſing rather to defend | 
Your ſelues from their inuaſton, then to nuade them , and by haumg to 
doe with them when their ſtrength is greater, to put your ſelues pon 
the chance of Fortune. And yet wee know, that the Baroarians own 
errour, and'(in our Warre againſt the Athenians) thery owne oner- 
fights, more then your aſsiſtance, was the thing that gaue vs -viftory. 
For the hope of your ayde, hath beene the deſtruction of ſome, that re- 
lying on you, made no preparation for themſelues'by other meanes. Vet 

C fet not any man thinke that 'we ſpeak this out of malice,but only by way 
of expoſtulation : for &x poſtula tion # With friends that erre, but aC- 
cuſation, againſt enemies that haue done an iniurie. Beſides, if there 
bee any that may challenge to exprobrate bis neighbour, we thinke our 
ſelues may beſt doe it, eſpecially on ſo great quarrels as thtſe, whereof 
Jo neither ſeeme to haue any feeling, mvr to confedet bat manner of 
men, and'how different from you m euery kinde the Arhenians bee, 
that you are to contend withall : For they loue innovation, and are 
ſwift to deviſe, and alſo to execute what they reſolue'6n. But you on 
the contrary are onely apt to-ſaue your' owne ; not" deviſe any thing 
D new, nor ſcarce to attaine What is neceſſary. "They againe are bold 
beyond their ſtrength, adventurous aboue their owne reaſon, and "ih 
danger hope ſtill the beſt : Whereas your ations are ener beneath 
Jour power, and you diftruſ? enen what your iudgement aſſures "and 
being in a danger, never thinkato bee delivered. They are ftirrers, | 
you ſtudiers : they lone to bee abroad, and you at home the 
moſt of any. For they make account by beeing abroad to adde to their 
eſtate. you, if you ſhould goe forth againſt the State of another, 
Would thinke to impayre your owne. "They, when they 'onercome 
their enemies, aduance the fartheſt, and when they are ouercome by 
E their enemies, fall off the leaſt ; and as for their Bodies, they vſe them 
in the ſernice of the Common-wealth, as if they were none of their owne; 
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| but their minds zwben they would ferue the State, are right their owne. A 
\Ynleſſe they take in hand what they haue once aduiſed on, they account 


for the moſt part of their time to fit ſtill, who (though they -o/e not 
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ſo much loſt of their owne. And When they rake jt in hand, if they ob- 
taine any thing, they thinke lightly of it, in reſpe& of what they looke 
to winne by their proſecution. If they faile in any attempt, they doe 
what is neceſſary for the preſent, and enter preſently into other hopes. 
For they alone, both hae and hope for at once, whatſoeuer they con- 
ceiue, through their celerity in execution of what they once reſolue on. 
And in this manner they labour and toyle, all the dayes of their lines. 
What they haue, they haue no leaſure to enioy, for continuall getting 
of more. Nor Holiday efteeme they any, but whereon they effeft ſome Þ 
matter profitable ; nor thinke they eaſe with nothing to doe, aleſſe tor- 
| ment, than laborious buſineſſe. Sothat, in a word, to ſay they are 
men, borne neither to reſt themſelues nor ſuffer others, s to ſay the 
truth. Now notwithſtanding, (men of Lacedzmon) that this 
Citie, your Aduerſary, bee ſuch, as wee baue ſaid ; yet you ſtill delay 
time . not knowing, that thoſe onely are they, to whom it may ſ«ffice 


their power to doe iniuſtice ) yet bewray a minde valikely to ſwallow 
injuries ; but placingequity belike in this, that you neither doe any 
harme to others, nor receine it, indefending of your ſelues. But this is C: 
athing, you bardly could attaine, though the States about you were of 
the ſame condition, But (4s We bane before declared) your Cuſtomes 
are.inreſpett of theirs antiquated, and of neceſsity (as it happeneth in 
Artes) the new ones will preuaile. True it is, that for a C'ity liuin 
| for the moſt part in peace, conchanged cuſtomes are the beſt ; but for 
uch as bee conſtrained to condergoe many matters, many deuices will 
be needfull. Which is alſo the reaſon, why the Athenian Cuſtomes, 
through much experience, are more new to you, then yours are to them. 
Here therefore giue a Period to your ſlackneſſe, and by a ſpeedy inva- 
fron of Attica, as you promiſed, relieve both Potidza, and thereft: T 
leſt otherwiſe you betray your friends and kindred to their cruelleſt ene- 
mies , and leſt wee and others, be driven through deſpaire, to ſeeke out 
ſome other League. Which to doe, were no iniuſtice, neither againſt 
the Gods, Iudges of mens Oathes, nor againſt Men, the hearers of 
them. For not they breake the Leagne, who being abandoned, haue re- 
| courſe to others ; bat they that yreld not their aſsiſtance, to whom they 
bane ſworneit. But if you meane to follow the buſineſſe ſeriouſly, 
Wee Will ſtay ;: for elſe, wee ſhould doe irreligiouſly , neither 
ſhould wee finde any other, more conformable to our manners then 
your ſelues. Therefore deliberate well of theſe points , and take F,

Oath ARCHiDaMYs.. | 
. REN of Lacedzmon, both I my ſelfe haue the experience of | 
/ Þ any Warres, and T ſee you of the ſame age With mee, to haue |, 
the like , inſomuch 4s _you cannot deſire this Warre, either | 
throagh inexperience (as many doe) nor yet as apprebending it to bee |: 
profitable or ſafe. And whoſoeuer ſhall - temperately conſider the 
IWarre Wee now deliberate of, will finde it to bee no ſmall one. For 
B though inreſpett of the Peloponneſ1ans, and our neighbour States, | 
wee baue equall ſtrength, and can quickly bee pon them , yet againſt | 
men, whoſe Territory is. remote, and are alſo expert Seamen, and with 

all other things excellently furniſhed, as money, both priate and pub. 
like, Shipping, Horſes, Armes, and number, more then any one part of 
Greece beſides, and that haue many Confederates, paying them Tri- 
bute. againſt ſuch, I ſay, why ſhould we lightly vndertake the TWarre ? 
And ſince wee are vufurniſhed, whereon relying, ſhould we make ſuch 
haſte toit? On our Nauie? But therem we are too weake. And if 
We Will prouide and prepare againſt them, it- will require time. On our 

(CC Money * But therein alſo we are more too Weake 3 for neither hath the 
State any,nor Will private men reaiily contribgte. But it may be, ſome 
rely on this, that wee exceed them in. Armes, and multitude of Souldi- 
ers yſo that we may Waſte their. Territories wth incurſions. But there 

« is much other Land vnder their dominion ,and by Sea they are able to 
bring in whatſoeuer they ſhall ſtand in need of. Againe, if wee aſſay 

to alienate their Confederates, wee-muſt ayde them with Shipping, be- 
cauſe the moſt of them are Ilanders. What a Warre then will this of 
ours bee ? For vuleſſe we haue the better of them-in Shipping, or take 
from them their renenue, whereby their Nagy is maintamed, we ſhall| 
D doe the moſt hurt to our ſelues.” And in this caſe tolet fall the Warre a- 
gaine, will be no honour for vs ,When we are chiefly thought to haue be- 
gm it. As for the hope, that if we waſte their (ountrey, the Warre 
Þill ſoone be at an end ; let that neuer lift 'vs-vp : for Tfeare we ſhall 
tranſmit it rather to our children. For it is likely the Athemans haze. 
the ſþirit not to be ſlaues totheir earth, nor-as men without experience, 
to.be aſtoniſhed at the Warre. And yet I doe not aduiſe that wee 
ſhould ſtupidly ſuffer our Confederates to bee wronged, and not 
apprehend the Athenians in their plots againſt them, but onely, nit 
Yet to take vp Armes but to ſend and expoſtulate with them, making no 
E great ſhew neither of war nor of ſufferance : and in this meane time to 
make our proviſus,and make friends both of Crrecks& Barbarians, 


_: ſuch 
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ſuch as in any place wee can get,of power either in ſhipping or 
money (nor are they.to be blamed, that being laid in wait. for, as 
wee are by the Athenians, take vnto them, not Grecians only, but 
alſo Barbarians for their ſafety) and withall to ſet forth our 
owne. If they liſten to our Ambaſſadours, beſt of all ; if not, 
then two or three yeeres paſſing ouer our heads, being better ap- 
pointed, wee may warre ypon them, if "we will. And when they 
ſee our preparation,and heare words that import no leſſe, they 
will perhaps relent the ſooner ; eſpecially, hauing their grounds 
Pnhurt, and conſulting vþon commodities extant, and not yet 
ſpoiled. For wee muſt thinke their Territorie to bee nothing but B 
an Hoſtage, and ſo much the more, by how much the better 
1 husbanded. The which wee ought therefore to ſpare as long as 
wee may, leſt making them deſperate,we make them alſo the har- 
der to expugne. For if vnfurniſhed as wee bee, at the inſliga- 
tion of the Confederates, we waſte their Territory, confider if in 
ſo doing, we doe not make the Warre both more diſhonourable to 
the Peloponneſtans, and alſo more difficult.” 'For though accu- 
ſations, as well againſt Cities, as priuate men, may bee cleered 
againe, a warre for thepleaſureof ſome, taken vp by all, the 
ſucceſſe whereof cannot bee foreſeene, can hardly with honour be C ( 
letten fall againe. Now let no man thinke it cowardiſe,that be- 
[ | ing many Cities, we goe not preſently, and invade that one City; 
for of Confederates that bring them in money, they haue more 
then wee ; and Warre ie not ſo much Warre of Armes, as Warre 
of Money, 'by 'meanes whereof Armes are vſefull ; eſpecially 
when it u aWarreof Land-men, againſt Sea-men.” And there- 
fore let vs firſt prouide our ſelues of money, and not firſt raiſe the 
IWarre, vponthe perfwafion of the Confederates. For wee that 
muſt bethought the cauſes of all enents, good or bad, haue alſo 
reaſon to take fome leaſure, in part to foreſe: them. As for the Ty D 
flackneſſe and procraſtination, wherewith wee are reproached by 
the Confederates, beenener aſhamed of it ; for the more haſte 
you make to the Warre, you will bee the longer before you end it, 
for that you goe to it pnhrouided. Befides, our Citie hath beene 
ever free, and well thought of. And thi which they obie&, ur ra- 
thert0 he called a Modeſly proceeding vpon iudgement. For by 
that it 17, that we alone, are neither arrogant vpon good ſucceſſe, 
nor /hrinke ſo much as others-in aduerfity. Nor are wee, when 
| wen proucke vs toit with praiſe, through the delight thereof, 
Lmoued to pudergoe danger, more then wee thinke fit our ſelues ; FE. lr 
nor when ' they ſharpen Ts with reprehenſion, doth the ſmart 
lf | thereof” |

For we are not tobuild our hopes. pon the - ouerſights of "them, 
but vpon the ſafe foreſight of our ſelnes; Nor muſt 1hee thinke that 
there is much difference bet weene man and man, but him onely to bee 
the beſt, that hath beene brought -op amongſt the moſt difficulties. 
Let vs not therefore caſt aſide the inititutjons of aur Anceſtours which 
Wee hage ſolong retained'to our profit ;nor let vs, of many mens lines, 
of much qnoney,; of many Cities, and much bonour,, baftily reſolue in fo 
ſmall a part of one day, but at leaſure'; the- which wee have better com- 
modity then any other to doe; by reaſon. of our power. Send to the A-

leuſfinians, who ioyned with Eumolpus again't * Ereftbeus.Bur 
afrer Theſeus came to the Kingdome, one who beſides his 
wiſdome, wasalſoa man of very great power; he? not 
onely ſet good order in the Countrey in other reſpects, bur 


alſo diflolued the Councels and Magiltraciesof the.rett of 


the Townes, and aſs:gning them all one Hall, and one 
Councell-houſe, brought themall co cohabite inthe Citie 
thatnow 1s ; and conltrained them, entoying their owne 
as before, to * vſe this one for their Citie, which (now, 
when they. al paide theirduries co 1t) grew great, and was 
by Theſeus ſo deliuercd to poſterity, And from that time 
to this day, the 4thenians keepe a holiday at the publique 
charge tothe * Goddefle; and call it* Synecia.

'This ecre,by confeſsi- 
on of all men,was of all other, for other aiſeaſes, molt free 
and healthfull. If any tan were ſicke before , his diſeaſe 
curned co this; if not, yet ſuddenly, without any apparant 
cauſe preceding,and being in perfect health, chey were ta- 
ke firlt with an extreame ache in their heads,rednefle and 
inflammation of the eyes; and then.inwardly,their throats 
and tongues,grew preſently bloody, and their breath noy- 
ſome,and'vaſauory. V pon this, followed a ſneczing and 

C hoarſeneſle, and not long after, the paine, together wich a 
mighty cough, came downe into the- brealt. And when 
onceit was ſettled .in the * ſtomacke, it:cauſed vomit , and 

' with great torment came vp all manner of bilious pur- 

| gation that Phylitians euer named. Moſt of them had 
alſo the Hickeyexe,which brought with it a ſtrong con- 
vulfion,and-in ſame ceaſed quickly, but in others was long 
before it gaue ouer. [Their bodies outwardly to che couch, 

' were neither very. hote nor pale, but xeddifh liuid, and be- 
_ flowred with Jage pimples arid whelkes;but ſo burned in- 
|D wardly,as nor ca:endure any the lighteſt cloathes or linnen 
garment,to be ypon them.,nor any thing buc meere naked- 
neſle,bur rather, moſt. willingly, to haue-caſt themfelues

Onldiers , hauing obſerned your feare of the enemies number, I 
haue called you together, not enduring to ſee you terrified with 
things that are not terrible. For firſt , they haue prepared this 
great number ,and oddes of Galties,for that they were overcome before, 
and becauſe they are euen in their owne opinions too weake for vs. And D 
next, their preſent boldneſſe proceeds onely from their knowledge in 
Land-ſeruice,in confidence hereof (asif to be valiant, were peculiar 


ſpered;they thinke to doe the ſame in ſeruice by Sea.But inreaſon the 
oddes muſt be ours in this," as well as it is theirs in the other kinde. 
For in courage they exceed vs not,and'as touching the aduantage of 
either fide, we may better be bold now then they. And the Lacede- 
monians.,wþo are the leaders of the Confederates, bring them to 
fightyfor the greateſt part (in reſpe&t of the opinion they haue of vs ) a- 
gainſt their wills. For elſe they would nener haue vndertaken anew E 


battaile after they were once fo cleerely onerthrowne. Feare not there-

A fore any great boldneſſe on their part. But the feare which they haue {Fe 
of you.,ts farre both greater ,and more certaine , nit onely for that you | 
haue ouercome them before but alſo for this that they would neuer be-| 
leeue you would goe about to reſiſt, vnleſſe you had ſome notable thing | 
to put in- pratice -opon them. For when the enemy is the greater 
number as theſe are now they invade chiefly pon confidence of their | 
ſtrength. But they that are much the fewer muſt haue ſome great | | 
and ſure deſigne when they dare fight vnconſtrained. Wherewith | 
theſe men now amazed, feare vs more for our Vnlikely preparation 
then they would if it were mg propertionable. Beſides, many great 
B Armies haue beene ouercome by the leſſer , through vnskilfulneſſe, 
and ſome alſo by timoronſneſſe ,both which we our ſelues are free from, 
As for the battaile I will not willingly fight it in the Gulfe, nor goe in 
thither ; ſeeing that to a few Gallies with nimbleneſſe and art,againſt 
many without art, ſtreightneſſe of roome is diſaduantage. For neither 
can one charge with the beake of the Gallie as is fit ; vnleſſe hee haue

From the Ditch, the Platears, in troope, tooke the way 
towards Thebes, leauing on the left hand the Temple of Iuno, 
built by Androcrates, both for that they ſuppoſed, they 
would leaſt ſuſpect the way that led ito their Enemies, 
and alſo becauſe they ſaw the. Peloponnefians' with their 
lights purſue that way,which by Mount Citheron,and the 
Odke-heads, led to Athens.

| About the end of the fame Winter, Salethwa Lacedemo- 
nian, was/ſent ina Gallie to Mirylene, and comming ;firlt 


jt0 Pyrrba ,- and, thence gOINg .to Hitylene by Land, 


entred the Citie by the'dry channel! of a-certaine Torrent, 
which hada paſlage through the Wall of the. Athenians, 
vndiſcouered. Andhee told the Magiſtrates, that Artica 
ſhould againe be/inuaded, and that the 40. Gallies which 
were to aide them, were 'commung; and' that himſelfe 
was ſant afore, both to let them know it, and- withall to 
giue order in the reſt of their affaires. Heereupon the 
Mitylenians grew confident, and hearkned lefle to compol1- 
tion with the Athenians. And the Winter ended, and the 
fourth yeere of this Warre written by Thucydides. 

In the beginning of the Summer, after; they had ſent 
Alcidaz away with the * 42. Gallies, whereof he was Ad- 
mirall, vato Hitylene, both they and their Confederates 
inuaded Attica; tothe end, that the Athenians troubled on 
both {1des, might the lefle ſend ſupplyagainſt the Fleer 
now gone to M:tylene. Inthis Expedition, Cloomenes was 


being King, was yet in minority, and (Jeomenes Was his 
Vucle by the Father.

But 1 
am of opinion that nothing is ſo contrary to good connſell as theſe two, 
haſte and anger : Whereof the one is euer accompanied with mad- 
neſſe, and the other with want of iudgement. ' 4nd Whoſoeuer main- 
taineth, that words are not inſtrutters to deeds, either hee is not Wiſe, 
or doth it pon ſome priuate intereſt of bis owne. . Not wiſe, if. hee 
thinke that future and not apparent things, may bee demonſtrated 
otherwiſe then by. Words : Intereſſed, if deſiring to carry an ill matter, 
and knowing that a bad cauſe ill not-beare: a good ſpeech, hee goe a- 
C bout to deterre his oppoſers and bearers by a good: calumniation, But 
they, of all others, aremoſt intolerable, that when men gine publike 
aduice, will accuſe them alſo of bribery. .

Bur the next day, after they -had ſet vp their Trophic in 
[the Tland, they prepared to bee gone, and committed the 
priſoners tothe cuſtody of the Captaines of the Gallies. 
And the Lacedemonians ſerit ouera Herald, and tooke vp 
the bodies of their dead. The mumber of them that were 


ouer into the Iland in all, foure hundred and twenty men 
of Armes; of theſe were ſent away aliue, three hundred 
wanting cight, and the reſt ſlaine. Of thoſe chat liucd, 
there were of the Citic it ſelfe of Sparta, one hundred and 
rwenty. Of the Athenians there dyed not many, for it was 
noſtanding fight. . 
Thewhole time of the ſiege of theſe men in the Iland, 
from the fight of the Gallies, to the fight in the Iland, 
was 72. dayes, of which, for 20. dayes, victuall was al- 
lowed to bee carried to them, that is to ſay, in the time 
that the Ambaſſadours were away, that went about the 
{ Peace; in thereſt, they were fed by ſuch onely as pur in 
thither by ſtealch, and yet there was both Corne aud other 
food left in the Iland, For their Capraine Epitadas had 


done. So the Athenians the Peloponnefians departed 
from Pylus, and went home both ofthem with their Ar- 
mies. And the promiſe of Cl:on, as ſenſeleſle as it was, 
tooke effect : For within twenty dayes he brought home 
tthe men, as he had vndertaken.

About the ſame time thar-theſe chings' were in doing, 
Eurymedoy and Sopbocles, after their departure from Pylu 
with the Athenian Fleet, towards Sjcily,arriuing at Corcyra, 
toyncd with thoſe of the- Cirie, ' and 'made Warre y 
thoſe Corcyreans, which lay :encamped vpon the Hul 7- 
fone, and which, after the ſeidicion, had come ouer andboth 
made themſelues maſters ofthe Field; and much annoyed 
the Cicie : and hauing aflaulted their fortification, tooke it. 
Buc the men all in one troupe, eſcaped toa certaine high B 
ground, and thence made their: compoſition, which was 
this ; Thar they ſbould deliuer vp the Strangers that  ayded them; 
and that they themſclues, hauing rendred their Armes, (bould ſtand 
to the indgement of the People gf Athens. Heereupon the 
Generals granted them truce; and tranſported them to the 
Iland of Ptychia, to bee there:inicuſtodie rill the Arhenians 
ſhould ſend for them ; with this condition, That if any one 
of them ſhould be taken running away, then tbe truce ro bee broken 
for them alt. | 

Bur the Patrons of the Commons of {,orcyra, fearing 
leſt the Athenians would not kill chem; when chey came 
chicher, deuiſe againſt themthis plot. To ſome few of 
choſein the Hand, they ſecrecly fend their friends, and in- 
ſtruct themrco ſay, as if, forſooth, it were for good-will, 
that itwas their beſt courſe, withall ſpeed, ro get away, 
(and withall, to offer to prouide them of a Boat) for that. 
the 4cbenian Commanders intended verily to deliuer them 
to the Corcyrean people. 

When they were perſwaded to doe fo, and that a Boat 
was treacherouſly prepared, as they rowed away, th 
were taken, and the Truce being now broken, were all 
giuen vp intothe Hands ofthe Coreyreans. It did much fuc- 
ther this Plot; that to make the pretext ſeeme more ſeri- 
ous, and the agents in it lefle feafefull, the Atbenias Gene- 
rals gaue-out, that they were nothing pleaſed that the 
menſhould be carried home by others, whileſt they them- 
ſclues were to goc into Sicily, and the: honour of it be aſcri- 
bed to thoſe that ſhould conuoy them. 'The Corcyreans 
hauing receiuedthem into their: hands, impriſoned them 
in a.certaine Ediface, from whence afterwards they tooke F

They had taken out of the Roome in this manner, and 
ſlaine, to thenumber of.threeſcore, before they that re- 
mained knew it, who thought they were but remoued, 
and carried to ſome other place. But when they knew 


| thetruth, ſome or otherhauing told chem, they then cry- 


B cd out to the Arhenians, and faid, that if they would chem- 
ſelues kill them, they ſhould doe it ; and refuſed any more 
to goout of the Roome,nor would ſuffer,they ſaid,as long 
as they were able, any man to come in. Bur neither had the 
Corcyreansany purpoſe to force entrance by the doore, but 
getting vp to the top of the Houſe, vncouered the roote, 
and threw T\les, and ſhot Arrowes at them. "They in 
priſon defended themſelues as well as they could, bur ma- 
ny alſo flew themſcJues with the Arrowes fhot by the 


inthe Roome, and with ropes made of their owne gar- 
ments rent1n pieces. And hauing continued. molt part of 
the night, (for. night ouerrooke them in the aCtion) partly 
ſtrangling themſelues, by all ſuch meanesas they found, 
| andpartly ſhot at from aboue, theyall periſhed. When 
-day came, the:Corcyreans laid therfi one * acrofle another 
in Carts, andcarried them out of the City. And of their 
Wiues, as many as were taken in the Fortification, they 
made bond-women. In this mariner were the (orcyrean, 
D thar keptthe * Hill, broughe to deſtruction by che Com- 
mons. And thus ended this farre-ſpred ſedicion, tor 
much as concerned this preſent Warre: for of other fedi- 
tions there remained nothing worth the relation.

Not long a fter this battell, Demoſthenes, that had been 
with his Army at Sitbe,ſecing the Treaſon ſucceeded.nor, 
hauing aboord his Callies, his Army of Acarnanians , and 
Aereansandfoure hundred men of Armes of Athens, landed 
in Sicyonia-But before all his Gallies came to Shoare, the 
Sicyonians, who went out to defend their 'Territory , put f 
ro flight ſuch as were already landed, and chaſed them 
backe to their Gallies ; hauing alſo ſlaine ſome,and taken c 
ſome aliue. And whe they had erected a Trophy,they gaue ( 
Truceto, the Athenians for the ferching away of their dead. C Ci 


zalces, King of the Oaryfians,ouercome in battell, in an ex- 
peditionagainlt the Tribalians ; And Seuthes the ſon of Spar- 
docu, his brothers ſonne , ſucceeded him , in the kingdome 
both of the Odryfians, and of the reſt of Thrace, as much as 
was before ſubieCt to Sitalces. 

'The ſame Winter, Brafdas , with the Confederates in 


thenians , ſcituated on the Riuer Strywon. The place 
whereon the City now [tandeth, 4ri/Zagoras of Miletw , had D 
formerly attempted to inhabite, when he fled from King 
Dariws, for was beaten away by the Edonians. Two and 
thirty yeeres after this,the Atbenians aſlayed the ſame , and 
ſent thither ten thouſand of their owne Citie,and of others 
as many as would goe.

Againſt this Cite marched Brafidus: 'with his Armie, 
diſlodging from Ars in ( balcidea. Being about' twilight 
come as farre as Aulon and Bromiſcur, where the Lake Bolbe 
B entreth into the Sea, hee cauſed his Armie to ſuppe, and 
then marched forward by night. The weather was foulg, 
anda little it ſnowed; which alſo made him to march the 
rather, as deſiring that none of Amphipoli, but onely the 
Traytors, ſhould bee aware of his comming. For there 
were both A-gilians that dwelt in the fame Citie, (now 4r- 
zilus 18a Colonie of the Andrians)and others,that contrued 
this, induced thereunto, ſome by Perdiccas, and ſome by 
the Chalcideans. . But aboue all, the Argilians beeing of a 
City neere vnto it, and cuer ſuſpectcd by the 4thenianr,and 
C ſecret enemies to the place, as foone as. opportunity was 
offered, and Brafidas arriued, (who had oo long (Sw 
dealt vnderhand with as many of them as dwelt- in Amphi- 
palir,to betray it) both recetued him into their owne Cirie, 
and reuolting from the Athenians, brought the Armie for- 
ward the ſame night,as farre as ro the bridge of the Riuer.

(The Athenians denyed to 51 
quit the place, but the Truce they deſired for oneday, 
for the taking vp of their dead. . And Brafdas granted 
it for two, In A two dayes ;, hee: fortified the buil- 
dings neere, and foalfodid the 4thenigns theirs.. Hee alſo 
called an Aflembly of the Toronens, and ipake vnto them, 
as hec had done before..to the Acanthians , adding , That 
there was no iuſt cauſe , why either they that had prafliſed

:1ans inthe meane time, ſent Ambaſſadours to the 4:;heni- A 
ans, to tell them, that they could not ſend an Army againſt 
it withour breach of the Truce , and vpon Lrahdas his 
word;challenged the City to belong yhto them , offering 
themſelues to the deciſion of Law. Bur the Athenians 
would by no meanes put the matter to iudgement. Bur 
meaut,with all the ſpeed they could make,to fend an Ar- 
my againſt ir. Being angry at the hearr , that ic ſhoujd 
come to this paſle, that euen Ilanders durſt reuolr, & truſt 
to the vnprofitable helpe of theſtrength of the Lacedemo- 
nians by Land. Beſides, tonching the time of the reuolr; B 
the Athenians had more truth on their {1de then themſelues 
alleadged. For the. reuolt of the Scioneans was after the 
Truce two dayes. Whereupon , by the aduice of (on, 
they madea Decrez,to take them by force,andro pur them 
all ro the Sword. And forbearing Warre in all places elſe, 
they prepared theimſelues onely for that. 

In the meane time reuolted alſo Henda in Þ.ilens, a Co- 
lony of the Eretrians. Theſe alſo Brafdas receiued into 
protection,holding it for no wrong , becauſe they came in 


which he charged the Athenians with, about breach of the 
Truce. For which cauſe the Mendeans had alſo beene the 
bolder, as* furcof the intention of Brafidas , which they 
might gueſle at by Scione, in as much as he could not be 
otten todeliuerit. Withall, the Few were they , whic 
had practiſed the reuolt, who being once about ir, wenld 
by no meanes giue it oucr,but fearing leſt they ſhobld bee 
diſcouered,forced the mulcitude , contrary to' their owne 
inclination to the ſame.

made preparation to Warce ypon both, and Brafdas expe-

Brafidas, beſides the Peloponneſians' that were Ie 
him,led with him the Chalcideans, Acanthians, and the reſt, 
according to the Forces they could ſeuerally make. The 
whole number of the G:e:ian men of Armes were about 
30c0. The horſemen, both Mace 1onians , and Chalcide- 
@s, ſomewhat lefle then 1090, but the other Rabble of 
Barbarians was great. Being entred the Territory of- Arrbi- 
bew, and finding the Lynceſteans encamped in the field , 

B they alſo ſate downe oppoſite to, their Campe. And the 
Foot of each f1de,beirlg lodged vpon a hil,and a Plainlying 
betwixt them both , the horſemen ran downe into: the 
ſame,and a skirmiſh followed, firſt betweene the Horſe 
onely of them both ; bur afrerwards,the men of Armes of 
the Lynceſteans comming downe to aide their Horſe from 
the hill, and offring batcell firſt, 3rafdar and Perdiccas drew 
downe their Army likewiſe, and charging, u the Lynce- 
/lians to flight,many of which being [laine, the reſt retired 
to the hill cop,and lay ſtill. After chis,they erected a 'Tro- 

C phy.and ftayed two or'three dayes expecting the 10yrians, 
who were comming to Pzrdiccas vpon hire, and Perdiccas 
meant afterwards to haue gone on againſt the Villages 
of Arrbibe one after another, and to haue fitcen (Lill there 
no longer. But Brafdas hauing his thoughts on Menda,leſt 
if the 4cheniors camethicher before his returne , it ſhould 
recewue ſome blow , ſeeing withall that the 10rians came 
not, had no liking to doe fo,but rather to retire.

away before, was immediately broken off, from the reſt 
of the Army, and fled.

Burt Agis came not the way 
which they expected, but with the Lacedemonians , Arcadi- 
ans, and Epidaurians, whom he acquainted with his pur- 
poſe, rooke another moredifficult way to paſle , andcame 

wne into the Argiue Plaines. The Corinthians alſo, and 
Peleniars , and Phliafians, marched another troubleſome 3 
way ; Onely the Baotians, Megareans, and Sicyonians, were 
appointed to come downe by the way of the Forreſt of 
Nemea, in which the Argiues were incamped ; to the end 
thatifthe Argiues ſhould turne head againit the* Lacedemo- 
niars,theſe might ſet vpon them ac the backe with their 
horſe.

The Confederates after this, haning gotten Orchomenus, 
ſtein Councell,about what Towne they ſhould proceed 
again{t next.

THENIANS, You know by many other my Letters, 
What hath paſſed formerly : nor is it leſſe needfull for you to bee 
informed of the ſtate we arein, and totake counſell pon it at 
B this preſent. When we had in many Battels beaten the Syracuſi- 
ans, againſt whom we were ſent, and had built the Walles within 
| Þhich we now the, came Qrylippus a4 Lacedzmonian, with an | 
Armie out of Peloponneſus, and alſo out of ſome of the Cities of | 
Sicily ; andin the firſt Battell was ouercome by vs , but in the ſe- | 4 
cond, forced by bis many Horſemen and Darters, Wwe retired vvithin 
our Workes. Whereupon giuing ouer our vvalling vp of the Citie, for Sw 
the multitude of our enemies , we now ſit ſtill. Nor can vve indeed =P 
haue the -oſe of our vvhole Army, becauſe ſome part of the men of 
Armes are employed to defend our Walles. And they have built a ſin- 
C gle Wall op to vs, ſo that noi vve haue no more meanes to enclozg it, 
except one ſhould come with a great Army, and vyinne that croſſe- 
wallof theirs by aſſault. And ſo it is, that wee vvbo ſeemed to be- | 
ſiege others, are beſieged our ſelues, for ſo much as concerneth the | 
Land. For wee cannot goe farre abroad by reaſon of their ("auallery. j 
They haue alſo ſent 4mbaſſadours for another Armie into Pclopon- |

med. For vve vvant the meanes to hale aland our Gallies, and trim 
them, becauſe the Gallies of the Enemue, as 200d as ours, and more in 
number, doe keepe vs in a continuall expe&ation of aſſault, which 
they manifeſtly endeuour. 4nd ſeeing it 1s in their owne choice to at- 
tempt or not, they haue therefore liberty t9 dry their Gallies gt their 
E pleaſure. For they lye not, as we,in attendance vpon others. © Nay,vve | 
could bardly doe it, though we had many Gallies ſþare, and vvere not 
2 Hhh2 ; con- 
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*Theſe were they, which Ni- 
cias,vpon the taking of Hyc- 
cara,made ale of, bumſeife, 
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conftrained, as now, to keepe watch -opon them vvith our w ole num- A 
{ ber. For ſhould we abate, though but a little, of our obſeruance, vye 
ſhould want proniſion, Vvhich as vve are, being topaſſe ſo neere their 
Citie, is brought in with difficulty ; and bence.it is, that our Mari- 
| ners, both formerly hage beene, and are now waſted. For our Ma- 
riners, fetching wood and water, and forraging farre off, are inter- 
cepted by the Forſemen ; and our Slaues, now wee are. on equall 
termes, runne ouer to the Enemie. As for ſtrangers, ſame of them 
hauing come aboard by conſtraint, returne preſently to their Cities ; 
and others hauing beene leuied at firſt with great wages, and thin- 
king they tame to enrich themſelues rather then to fight, now they ſee 
| the Enemie make ſo ſtrong reſiſtance, both otherwiſe beyond their ex- 
eftation, and eſpecially, with their Nauie, partly take pretext to bee 
gone, that they may ſerue the Enenie, and partly, (Sicily beeing 
large ) ſhift themſelues away, euery one as hee can.

The Athenians, when they had heard it read, though 
they releaſed not Nicias of his Charge, yet for the preſent 
eill ſuch time as others choſen tobe in Commiſsion might 
arriue, they 1oyned with him two of thoſe that were al- 
ready in the Armie, Ienander and Euthydemon, to the end 


that hee might not ſuſtaine the whole burthen alone inhis| 


ſicknefſe. They concluded likewiſe to ſend another Ar 
mie, aſwell forthe Seaas the Land,both of 4:benians enrol. 


C led, and of their Confederates. And for fellow-Generals 


with Nicias, they elected Demoſthenes the ſonne of Alciſthenes, 
and Eurymedon the ſonne of Thucles. Eurymedon they Tent away 
preſently for Sicily, about the time of the Winter Solſtice, 
with renne Gallies, and twenty Talents of Siluer, ro cell

care taken of them. But Demoſthenes ſtayinig, made prepa- 
ration for the Voyage, to ſer out carly the next Spring z 
and fent vnto the Confederates, appomting what Forces 
they ſhould prouide, and to furniſh: himſelfe amongſt 
them, with Money, and Qallies, and men of Armes.

' The Lacedemonians, as they intended before, and being 
alſo inſtigated to it by the S;racufiars and (orintbians, vpon 
aduertiſement now of the 4rhenians new. ſupply for Sicily,

And Alcibiades alſo importunately vrged che fortifying of 
Deceleaand by no meanes to warre remiſlely. Bur the La- 
cedemonians were heartned thereunto principally, becauſe

by reaſon of the alteration, into ſtrange diſeaſes. Eſpeci- 
ally, doing all things for want of roome, in one and the 
fame place, and the Carkafles of ſuch as dyed of cheir 
wounds, or change of ayre, or other like accident, lying to- 
ether there on heaps. Alfothe ſmell was intollerable, 
C beſides that they were afflicted with hunger and thirſt. 
For for eight moneths together, they allowed them no 
more but to euery man a * Coryle of water by the day, and 
two (Cotilezof Corne. And whatſocuer milery is probable 
chat men in ſucha place may ſuffer, they fi - Some 
70 dayes they lived thus thronged. Afterwards, retaining 
_ the Athenians, and ſuch Sicilians and 1talians as were of the 
Army with them, they fold the reſt. How many were 
taken in all, it is hard co fay exactly ; bur they were 5000 
at the feweſt. And this was the greateſt aCtion that hap- 
D nedin allthis Warre, orat all, that we haue heard of a- 
monegſt the Greciens, being to the Viftors molt glorious, 
and moſt calamitous to the vanquicted. For being whol- 
ly ouercome, in cuery kinde, and receiuing ſmall loſle in. 
nothing, their Army, and Fleet,and all that euer they had, 
periſhed (as they vie to ſay) with an vaiuerſall de- 
ſtruftion.

wing no ſmall Cities within his Dominions ) to ioyne with the Arhe- 
nians, whom he truſted not, and to trouble bimſclfe, when he might 
haue the friendſhip of the Peloponneſ1ans, that neuer did hin 
hurt. ; 

As for the Confederate Cities to whom they promiſe Oligar- 


- chy, in that they them(elues doe put downe the Democracie, he 


faid, he knew full well, that neyther thoſe which were already rc- 
uolted would the feoner returne to, nor thoſe that remained, be euer 
the more confirmed in their obedience thereby. For they would 
ucuer bee ſo willing to be in ſubietion, either to the Few, or to the 
People, as they would be to baue their liberty, which fide ſocuer it 
were that (hould giue it them. But would thinke, that euen thoſe 
which are termed the * Good men, if they had the Gouernment, 
would giue them as much 10 doe, as the People, Leing (ontriners 
and authors to the People, of doing thoſe miſchiefes againſt them, 
out of which they make moſt profit onto themſelues. And that if 
the Few had tbe rule, then they ſhould be put to death heard, 
and more -onolently then by the former , whereas the People ts their 
refuge, and moderator of the others inſolence. This he ſaid, hee 


C was certaine that the Cities thought, in that they had learned the 


ſame by the ations themſelues. And hat therefore what was yet 
 propounded by Alcibiades, he by no meanes approued. 


Bur thoſe of the Conſpiracy there aſſembled, nor onely 
approued the preſent propoſition, bur alſo made prepara- 
tion to ſend Piſander and others Ambaſladours ro Athens, 
to negotiate concerning the reduction of Alcibiades, the dif- 
ſolution of the Democracie, and the procuring varo the A4che- 
nians the friendſhip of Ti[aphernes. 


Now Phrynichu knowing that an ouerture was to bee 
made at Athens for the reſtoring of Alcibiades, and chat che 
Athenians would embrace it; and fearitng le{t being recalled 
he ſhould doc him a miſchiefe ( 1n regard. hee had ſpoken 
again(t it) as one that would hauec hindred the ſame, be- 
rooke himſelfe co this courſe. He ſends ſecret Letters to A- 
ſtyochns,the Lacedemonian Cicnerall, who was yer about Mi- 
letus, and aduertiſed hin, that Alcibiades vndid their affaires, 
and was procuring the friendſhip of Tifaphernes for the 4-

A/tyochu had before this,laid by the purpole of reuenge a- 
gainlt Alcibjades,eſpecially when he was nor in his owne 
hands. And going to him to Magnefia, and to Tiſ/apbern:s, 


related vntothem, whar aduertiſement he had receiued 


from Sames, and made himſelte che appeacher. For he ad- 


in this, and in divers other matters, which was alſo the 
cauſe,that concerning the pay, when the abatement was 
made,hee was not ſo {tour in oppoſing it, ashee ought to 
haue beene. Hereupon _ilcibiad:s ſendeth Letters preſent- 
ly tothoſethart were in office at Samos,acculing Phrynichus 
of what hee had done, and requiring to haue him pur to 
death. Phrynichus perplexed wich this diſcouery,& brought 
inro danger indeed, ſends againe to 4/?yochus, blaming what 
was palt, as not well concealed and promiſed now, to be 
ready to deliuer vnto him the whole Armie at Samos, to be 
deſtroyed , writing from point to poinc. (Samos being vn- 
walled) in what manner he wonld doe it, and ſaying, that 
{1nce his life was brought in danger, they could not blame 
him, chough he did this or any other thing, rather then be 
deliroyed by his molt deadly enemies. Thus alſo Aſtyo- 
chus revealed vnto Aicibiades. 
Bur Phrynichw hauing had notice betimes how he abu- 
ſed a11n, and rhat Letters of this from Alcibiades were-in a 
-anner come, heanticipatesthenewes himſelfe, and eels 
the Armie, 'That whereas Samos was vawalled, and the 
(rallies rid not allwithin, the Enemyimeant to come and 
atlault the Harbour; That hee had ſure intelligence here- 
of, and rhat they ought therefore with all ſpeed to raiſe a 
\Wall about the Citte, and to put Qarrifons into other pla- 
c2s thereabouts. Now Phrynichus was Crenerall himſelfe, 
and it was in his owne power to fee it done. They then fell 
ro wallmg, wherby Samos (which they meant to ans done 
how ſocuer)was fo much che ſooner walled in. Not long af- 
cer cam? Letters from Alcibiadzs, that the Army was be- 
crayed by Phrynichw,and that the Enemy purpoled to in- 
uade the Harbour where they lay. But now,they chought 
not Alcibiates worthy to be belecued, butrather that hauing 
foreſeene the deſigne of che enemy,he went about our of 
malice, to faſten ic vpon Phry»ichui,ag conſcious of ir Iike-

| Aferthis Alcibiadesendeuoured to enclineand perſwade 
T ſaphernes to the friendſhip of the Athenians; for chough 
T.,/aphernes feared the Peloponnefiars, becauſe their Fleere 
was greater then that of the Athenians, yet if hee had beene 
able, he had a good will co hauebeene perſwaded by him;

about this time in Rhodes) wherein that which had 
B beene before ſpoken by Alcibiad:s, how that the comming 
of the Lacedemoniass was to reſtore all the Ciries to their 
liberty, was now verifyed by Lichay, inthathe ſaid, it was 
an Article not to be ſuffered, that; the King ſhould hold 
thoſe Cities, which heand his Anceſtors then or before 
had holden. Alcibiades therefore, as one that laboured for 
no trifle, with all his might applyed himſelfe to 7i/apher- 
cy. 
The A henian Ambaſladours ſent from Samos with Pi- 
ſander, being arrived at Athens, were making their propoſ1- 
C tions to the People. And related yneb them ſummarily the 
points of their buſtneſle, and principally this, Thar ifthey 
ould call home Alcibiades, and not ſuffer the Gouernment to rc- 
maine inths hands of ihe People, in ſuch manner as it did, they 
might ae the King for their Confederate, and get the viftory of 
tbe Peloponneſians. Now when many oppoſed that point 
rouching the Democracie, and the enemies of Alcibiaacs cla- 
moured withall, that it would bee a horrible thing hee 
ſhould return by forcing theCuernmet, when the *Eumol- 
rids,and * Ceryces bare witnelle againſt him concerning the 
D Myſteries, for which he fled, and prohibited his returne 
vader their curſe.

Few, that the King may rely ypon vs. And we deliberate as 
this time, not ſo much about the forme, as about the preſeruation of 
the State ; for if youmiſlike the forme, you may change it againe 
hereafter. And let Ys recall Alcibiades, who © the onely man 
that can bring thts to paſſe. | 

The P-opl: hearing of the Oligarchy, tooke it very hay- 
nouſly at ficlt ; But when Pjander had proued euidcht- 
ly, that there was no orher way of fafety, in the end, 'part- 
ly for feare, and partly becauſe rhey hoped againe to 
change the Gouernment, they yeelded ther:zunto. So 
they ordered, that Piſanacr, and tenne others, ſhould o0e, 
and treate, both with Tilſaphernes, and with Alctbird.s. as 
rothem ſhould ſeeme belt, Withall, vpon che accuſur- 
on of *Piſander againſt P,rynichus, they diſcharged both 
Phyynicius, and Scironidas, his fellow-Commiſs:oner, of 
their Command, and made Diomedon and Leo Cxencrals of 
the Fleet mn their places. 

Now the cauſe why Piſander accuſed Phrynichur,and faid 
he had berrayed 74/u and Amorges, was onely this, hee 
thonght him a nan vntic for che buſineſſe now in hand 
with Alcihiad's. | | 

Pi(and-r, after he had gone about to all thoſe Combing- 
tions (which were in the Citte before, for obcaining of 
places of 1udicaturs, and of (Command) exhorting them to 
{tand cogerher, and aduiſe about depoling the D:mocracte ; 
and when he had diſpatched the reſt ofhis buſnzfle, fo as 
there ſhould beno more cauſ? for him to (tay there, tBoke 
Sea with thoſe other tenne, to goe to Tz7apherres; | 

 Lemmand Diomedon arriuing the ſame Winter at the A- 
therim Fleet, made a Voyage againlt Rhcd.s, and finding 


| there the Pcloponnez/ian Qrallies drawne vp to Land, disbar- 


| ked, and ouercame in battell ſuch ofthe Rhodians as made 
head ; and then put to Sea againe,and went to Chalc:. Af. 
terthis they made ſharper Warre vpon them from Cs. 
For from thence they could better obſerue the P:ioponne(- 
a2 Nauy, when it ſhould put off from the Land. 

In this while, there arrived at Rhod.s, Xenophontidas A 
Laconian, ſent out of Chiu from Pedaritu', to aduertiſe 
'them, that the Fortification of the Athenians there, was 
| now finiſhed, and that vnleſle they cameand relieued them 
[vi their whole Fleeer, the Stare of Chius mult vicerly 
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| with more moderation, and bring the power into the hands of a A

1115110 the meane time, with the whole power both of 
his owne auxiliar Forces, and of che Chians,” tade'an' ai- 
ſaulc ypon the Fortification which the Arhenians had mat? 
about their Nauy, part whereof he wopne, and had gor- 
cen ſome Gallies that were drawne aland. But'the Aihe- 
ni1::5 ifluing our vpon them, firft putito flight the Chians, 
and then ouercame alſo the reſt of the Army abour Pe#a- 
r/t:5;and ſlew P-edaritus himſelfe, and feoke many of tne 
Ch:a:s priſoners, and much Armonr,' Afrer this the 'Chi- 
ai:s were beſieged both by Sea and Land 'more narrowly, 
and great famine was inthe City, oo 7 i 
Pila:d.r, and the other Arherimn' Armbaſladours that 
went with him, when they came to Tifpherses; began to 
conferre about the agreement. But Al::biades (for he was 
wor ſure of Ti//apbernes, becauſe he ſtood in feare too mach 
of che P-lopomnzians, and hada purpoſe beltdes, as Alcthia- 
des himſelfe had taught him, to weaken borh {1des yet 
more ) berook&Hitmſelfe to this ſhift; that T?/aphernes 
ſhould breake off the Treaty, by making to the* Athenians 
exorbitant demarids. Andit ſeemed that Tifapbernes and 
hee aymed at the ſame thing ; Tifaphern:s for feare ; and. 
A'cibiades, for that when he ſaw T:apbernes not defiroins to! 
agree, though the offers were neuer ſo great, he was vn 
willing to hauethe Athenians thinke hee could not pre- 
ſwadehim to it, but rather that he was already perſwaded 
and willins, and that the Athenians came not to .him with' 
fffic:2nr offers. For Alibiades being the man that ſpake 
2: 14./aphzrn:s, though he were alſo preſent, made vnto 
'h-m {uch exceſs1me demands, that'though the 'Arh-niars 
ſhonid hane yeelded to che greateſt part of-them, yet” it 
mu{t haue beene attributed to them, that the Treary went 
1c on. For they demanled firit , Thar all Tonia fhowlt; 
be r-ndred.. Then againe The'atiacent Tlands, and other thines, 
which the Athenians flood not again(t.” In fine/at& the third 
meeting, when he feared now plainely to be found vnable

Preſently after this the ſame Winter, Tiſſapbernes went 
to Caunus,with intent both to bring the P:loponnefiars backe 
co Miletw, andallo, (as ſoone as he ſhould haue agreed vn- 
to new Articles ſuch as he could get )to giue the Fleet their 
pay ; and not to fall directly out with chem, for feare, leſt 
ſo many Gallies wanting maintenance, ſhould either bee 
forced by the Athenians to fight, and fo bee ouercome, or 
empiedof men, the buſinefle might ſucceed with the Arhe- 
nians according to their owne deſire, without him. Be- 
ſides, he was afraid, leſt looking out for maintenance, they 
ſhould make ſpoile in the Continent.

In che end of this Winter, the Beotians tooke Orobus by 
Treaſon. Ic had in it a Qarriſon of Athenians. They that 
plotted ir, were certaine Eretrians, and ſome of Oropus it 
ſelfe, who were then contriuing che reuolt of Eubea. For 


impolsible, as long as the drbenians held it, bur that it 
would much annoy both Ererria;andithe reſt of Eube:. Has 
uing Oropws in their hands already, they came to Rhod-s to 
call the Peloponnefia1s into Eubea. But the Peloponnefians 
had a greater inclination torelieue Chiu now diltreſſed;and 
putting tb Sea, departed out of Rhodes with their whole 
Fleet.

—Jjinto the Citie of Chiu, after the death of Padaritur, one Le- A 


ona Spartan, that came along with Aztiſthenes '45 a- priuate 
ouldier, and with him twelue Gallies that lay at the 
guard of Hiletus, whereof fiue were Thurians, fourc Syra- 
cufians, one of Anza, one of Miletw, and one of Leons owne. 
whereupon the Chians —_— forth with the whole force 
of the City,ſeazed 2 Certain place of ſtrength and pue forth 
thirty ſixe Gallies againſt chirty twoof the Athenians, and 
fought. Afcera ſharpe fight, wherein the Chians and their 
aſſociates had not the worlt ; and when it beganne to bee 
darke, they retired againe intothe City. B 
Preſently after this, Dercylidas being arriued now in Hel- 
lefpont from Mile, by Land, 4byqwreuolted, ro him, and 
to Pharnabazw. And twodayes after, reuolted alſo Lawp- 
acur. | 
Strombicbides hauing intelligence of this, made haſte 
thicher from Chiu, with foureand twenty Sayle of Atheni- 
ans, (thoſe being alſo of that number, which tranſported 
his menof Armes.) And when hee had ouercome the 
Lampſacens that came out againſt him,and taken Lampſacus, 
being an open Towne, at the firſt ſhout of their voyces, C 
and made drixe of all the goods they found, and of che 
'Slaues, he placed the Free-men there againe, and went a- 
gainſt Ahbydus. But when that Citte neither yeelded, nor 
could be taken by aflaulc, he crofled ouer from 4hydw to 
the oppoſiteſhore, and in Seſſus, a Citie of Cherſonneſus, 
( eſled heretofore by the Medes) he placed a Garriſon, 
or the cuſtody ofthe whole Helleſpon:. TE 
In the meane time, not onely the Chiars had the Sea at 
more command, but Aftyocbus alſo, and the Apniy at Mz- 
letus, hauing beene aduertiſed what palt in che fight by D 
Sea, and that Strombichides and thoſe Callies with him 
were gone away, tooke heart. And Aſzyochus going to Chi- 
us, with two Callies fetched away the Gallies that were 
there, and with the whole Fleet now. together, went a- 
gainſt Samos. But ſeeing they of Samos, by reaſon of their 
tealouſte one towardsanother, came not againſt him, hee 


| went backe againe to Milezus. For it was about this time, 


that the Democracie was put downe at Athens. 

' For after that Piſander and his fellow-Ambaſladours 
that had beene with Tzſapbernes, were come to Sames,they E 
both aſſured their affaires yet better in the Army,and alſo 
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with them the erecting of che Oiicarchy ; though there 


were then an inſurrection amongſt chem zgainlt the Dipar- |

chy. And withall the Athenians at S.#y0s, 1a CONerence a- 
mongſt themſelues,deliberatcd, how,fince : lcibiad..» wouid 
not,co Jer him alone; (for indeed they thought him no fir 


man 50 come into an Oljgarchy ) but tor themſelues, ſeeing, 


they were already engaged in che danger, totake care,both 
ro keepe the buſineſle from a relapſe, and withall ro 


ſuſtaine che Warre, and to contribute money, and whatfo- | 
euer elſe was needfull, with alacrity, out of their priuate 


eltates, andno more to toyle for other then thernſelues. 
Hauing thus aduiſed, they ſent Piſander with halfe che 
Ambailadorus preſently home, to follow the buſineile 
chere, with command to ſet vp the Oligarchy in all Cities 
they were to touch at by the way,the other halfe they ſent 
abour,ſome to one part of the State, and ſome to another. 
And they ſent away Diotrephes to is Charge, who was 
now aboutChiy, choſen to goe Quuernour of the Cities 
vpon Thrace. 


C Hee, when he came to Thaſus, depoſed the People. And 


within two moneths at moſt, after he was gone, the Tha- 
fans fortified their Citie,as needing no longeran Ariſtocracy 
with the Athenians, but expeCting libe&y euery day by the 
helpe of the Lacedemonians. For there were alſo certaine 
of them with the P-1op02neſi2ns, driuen out by the Aheni- 
ans ; and theſe practiſed with ſuch in che City as were for 
their purpoſe, toreceiue allies into it, and cocaulſe it to 
reuolt. Sorthar it fell out for chem iuſt as they would haue 
it, that thateſtate of theirs, was ſet vp without their dan- 


;D ger, and that the People was depoſed, that would haue 


withſtood it. Inſomuch as at Thaſus it fel] our contrary to 
what tHdſe Athenians thought, which erected the 0ligarchy; 
and fo, in my opinion, it didin many other places of their 
Dominton. For the ities now growne wiſe, and withall 
reſolute in their proceedings, ſought a direct liberty, and 
preferred not before it, that outſide of a well-ordered Go- 
uernment, introduced by the Athenians.

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* The Senatt or Councell of 


jayde of men of Armes, they came to Arhens, and found che A 
buſineſle for the greatelt part diſpatched to their hands,by 
cheir Complices, before their comming. For certaine 
yong men combining themſelues, had nor onely murdered 
Androcles priuily, a principall Patron of the Popu/ar go- 
uernment, and one that had his han the fartheſt in the 
baniſhment of Alcibiades ; whom they ſlew for two cau- 
ſes : forthe ſway hee bare amongſt the People, and co 
[gratifie Alcibiades, who they thought would returne, and 
getthem the friendſhip of Tifaphernes; bur had alſo made 
away diuers men vnttr tor cheir Deſtgne, in the ſame man- B 
ner. "They had withall an Oration ready made, which 
{they deliuered in publike, wherein they ſaid, That there 
ought none to recetus wages, but ſuch as ſerned in the Warres, nor 
to participate of the Gouernment, more then 5000, and thoſe, ſuch 
aa by their purſes and perſous were beſt able to ſerue the Common- 
Wealth. 


And this with the moſt carried a good. ſhew, becauſe 
they that would ſer forward the alceration of the State, 
were to hauc che mannaging of the fame. Yer the People C 
and the *Councell of the Beane, mer ſtill, but debated no- 
thing, ſaue what the Conſpirators thoughe fie. - Nay, all 
chat ſpake were of hat number, and had conſ1dered before 
what they were to ſay. Nor wouldany of the reſt ſpeake 
againſt chem, for feare, and becauſe they ſaw the Combi- 
nation was greet ; andif any mandid,he was quickly made 
away by one conuenient meanes orother, and no enquiric 
made after the deed doers, nor Inſtice proſecuted againſt 
any that was ſuſpected. | 

But the People were ſo quiet, and fo afraid, that euery D 
man thought 1t gaineto eſcape violence, though he ſaid 
neuera word. "Their hearts failed chem, becarfſe they 
chought the Conſpirators more then indeed they were : 
and to learne their number, in reſpec of the greatneſle of 
the Citie, and for that they knew not one another, they 
were vnable. 6 

For the ſame cauſe alſo was it impoſsible for any man 
that was angry at it,to bemone himſelfe, whereby to be re- 
{[uenged on them that conſpired.For he muſt haue told his 
mind,either to one he knew not, or to one he knew & truſt- E 
ed not. For the Populars approached each other ,cuery = 
Wit 
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| E when any man that had occaſion of ſuir 
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A with jcalonſie, asifthey choughr him of the plor. For 
indeed there were ſuch amonglt them, as no man would 
haue thought would euer haue turned co che 0/;garchy; and 
thoſe were they that cauſedin the .24any that diffidence, 
and by (trengrhning che icalouſ1e of the populars one again(t 
another, conferred moſt ro che ſecurity of the Few. Du- 
ring this opportunity, Piſander, and they that were with 
him commung in, fell in hand preſencly wich the remain- 
der of the baſmeſe And firlt they aflembled the People, 
and deliuered their opinion, for tenne men to bee choſen | 

B with power abſolute, tro makea draughr of Lawes, and 
(hauing drawne them) to deliuer their opinion at a day 
appointed, before che People, touching the belt forme of 
gouernment for the Cite. 

Afterwards, when that day came, they ſummoned the 
Adlembly to Colonus, (which is a place conſecrated to Nep- 
zune, Without theCiry, about two Furlongs oft) And they 
that were appointed to write the Lawes, preſented clus, 
and onely this, Thar it ſhould be lawful for any Athenian 70 
deliner whatſoener opinion hee: plzaſed , impoling of great 

C puniſhments ypon whoſoeuer ſhould eyther accuſe an 
thac ſo ſpake, of violating the Lawes, or otherwiſe do him 
hurt. Now here indeed it was inplaine termes propoun- 

ded, That not any Maziſtracy of the forme before vjed, might any 

longer be in force, nor any Fee belong onto it, but. that. fiue Pry- 
tanes might be elefted, and theſe fiue chooſe a hundred, and eucry 

one of thu hundred take vnto him-three others. ' And theſe 400 

entring into the ( ouncell-houſe, might baue abſolute” authority to 

gouerne the State as they thought beſt, and to ſummon the 5 000, as 
oft as to them ſhould ſeeme good.  Hethat delinered this op1- 
nion was *Piſander, who was alſo otherwiſe, openly the 
forwardelt to put downe the Democracie. But he char con- 
trined the whole buſineſle, how to bring it to this paſle, 
and had long thought vpon it, was Antiphon, a man for ver- 
rue not inferiour to any Athenian of his time, and the a- 
ble[t of any man, both todeuiſe well, and alſo to expreſle 
well,whar he had deuiſed. And though he came not into 
the aflemblies ofthe People,nor willingly to any other de- 
batings, becauſe the Maltitude had him iniealouſie for the. 
opinion they had of the power of his eloquence, yet; 
eyther in

him moſt. The ſame man,when afcerwards the gouern- 
ment of the Foure hundred went downe,and was vexed of 
the People, was heard pleade for himſelfe, when his life 
was '* queſtion for that buſineſle, che beſt of any man to 
this day. 

APY alſo ſhewed himſelfe an earneſt man for the 
Oligarchy , and that more eminently chen any other,becauſe 
he feared Alcrbiades, and knew him tobe acquainted with 
all 14s 171 rang at Samos with A,tyochus ; and thought in 


[all probability, that he would neuer returne, to live vnder 


the gouernment of the Few. And this man in any mat- 
cer of weight, appeared the moſt ſufficient to bee relyed 
ON. 

Alſo Theramenes the ſonne of Agnoy, an able man both 
for elocution and vnder{tanding, was another of the Prin- 
Cipall of thoſe that ouerthrew the Democracie. So that it 
it 1s nomaruell if the buſineſle tooke effect, being by ma- 
ny and wiſe men conducted, though it were a hard one. 
For it went fore with the Athenian People, almoſt a hun- 
Fae ecres afcer the expulſion of the Trans, to be NOW 


 |depruted of cheir liberty, hauing not onely not beene ſub- 


iect toany, buralſo for chehalfe of this cime 
red rodominion ouer others. 
When the Aſſembly (after it had paſled theſe chings, 
no man contradiEting) was diſlolued, then afterwards the 
brought che Foure hundred incothe Councell-houſe , in 
chis manner. 'The Athenians were cuermore partly on 
the, Walles, and partly attheir Armes in the Campe, in 
regard of che Enemie that lay at Decelea. Therefore on 
the day appointed,they ſuffered ſuch as knew not their in- 
rent, to goe forth, as they were wont. But to ſuch as were 
of the Conſpiracy, they quietly gaue order, not to goe to 
hind at a certaine di- 
ſtance, and ifany manſhould oppoſe what was in doing, 
totake Armes and keepe them backe, 'They to whom 
this charge was giuen, were the Andrians, Tenians, three

| hundred Caryſtians,and ſuch of the Colonic of Agina which 


the Atbenians had ſent thither to inhabite, as came on pur- 

ſe to this aCtion with their owne Armes. Theſe things 
thus ordered, the Foure hundred, with euery man a ſecret E 
Dagger, accompanyed with one hundred and twenty yong 


men 


came to him for his counſell,this oneman was able to help A

men of Greece, ( whom they vſed for occaſions of ſhedding 
bloud)came in vpon the*Comnſellors of the Beane as they late 
in the Comunſeli-houſe , and commanded chem to take cheir 
Salary,and be gone, whichalfo they brought ready with 
them, for the whole time they were behind, and payed it 
to them as they went out. And the reſt of the Citizens

mutined not,but reſted quiet. ; 
The 400 being now entred into the (owell-houſe, Crea- 


ted * -Pryzanes amongſt themſelues by lot ,and made their 
prayers and facrifices to the Gods, all that were be- 


fore vſuallar the entrance vpon the Gouernment. Andi 


afterwards, receding farre from that courſe, which in the 
adminiſtration of the State, was vied by the People, ſauing 
that for Alcib;ades his ſake,they recalled not theOutlawes, 
in otherthings they gouerned the Common-wealth im- 
perioully. And not onely {lew ſome, though noc many, 
ſuch as they thought fic to be made away, and impriſoned 
ſome, and confined others to places abroad, but alſo ſent 


. Heralds to Azis,King of the Lacedemonians, who was then 


at Decelea , {1gnifying that they would come to com- 
poſition with him, and that now he might better treat 
with them , then he might before with the vnconſtanc 
People. BY 
Bur he,not imagining that the Citie was yet in quiet, 
nor willing, ſo ſoone, to deliver vp their ancient liberty, 
but rather,chat, if chey ſaw him approach with great for- 
ces, they would be in tumule, nor yer belecuing fully,buc 
that ſome ſtirre or other would ariſe amongſt them, gaue 
noanſwer at all to thoſe that came from the Fourehundred, 
touching the compoſition; but hauing ſent. for new , and 
reat forces out of Peloponneſus, came downe himfelfe not 
ong after,both with the Army at Decelea, and thoſe new 
commers, to the Arthenias Walles. Hoping that they 
would fall into his hands according to his ies , at lealt 
the more eaſily fortheir confuſton,or perhaps at the v 
firſt ſhout of their voyces, in reſpect of the tumult that in 
all likelihood was to happen both within and withour 
the Citte. For, as. for the Long-walles, in regard of the 
few Defendants likely tobe found vpon them, he though 
he could not faile to takethem. Bur when he came neere, 
and the Athenians were without any the leaſt alteration 
within, and had with their Horſemen which they ſent 
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«The Senate or Councell 
of 500 made by lot, inwhich 
lot they uſed B eancs pwinte 
and blacke; 


* Theſe were preſidents in the |] 
Council of the 500, in num- 
ber 50,and nturnes mode- 
rated and put the queſtion 

in that Conneell,ard alſo in 
te Aſſemblies of the People.

The Ofgarchy affaulted ar 
| Samos by the Populars, 
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]dies ofthe {laine; rectified chus,he with-drew his Armie 


out,and a ze of their men of Armes, and of their Light- Al 
armed,and of their Archers,ouerthrowne ſome of his men 
that approached too neere,and gotten ſome armesand bg- 


againe;and himfelfe, and fuch as were with him before 
ſtayed intheir place at Decelea; but, as for thoſe that 
came laſt,after they had ſtayed a while in the Countrey, 
he ſent them home againe. After this,the 400,notwith- 
ſtanding their former repulſe, ſent Ambaſladors vnto Apr 
anew, and he now receiuing them better, by his aduice 
they ſent Ambaſladoursalſo to L acedemon, aboutan agree- B 
ment,being deſirous of Peace. 

They likewiſe ſent 10 men to Samos,to fatisfiethe Ar. 
my,and to tell them, That he Oligarchy waz nor ſet vp , to 
any preiudice of the Citie, or Citizens , but for the ſafety of the 
whole State. Andthat they which had their hanas in it , were 
5000,And not 400 onely. Notwithſtanding that the Athenians 
by reaſon of warfarc,and imployment abroad, neuer aſſembled , of 
bow great conſequence ſo:uer was the maiter to be handled, ſo fre- 
quent, ast0 be 5000 there at once. And hauing in other 
things inſtructed them how to make thebeſt of the mat- © 
cer, they ſent them away immediately after the gouern- 
ment was changed,fearing (as alſo it fell out)leſt the Sea- 
faring mulcitude, would not onely not continue in this 0/;- 
garchicall forme themſelues , bur(che miſchiefe beginning 
there)would depoſe them alſo. | 

For in Samos there was a commotion about the Oljear- 
chy already. And this that followeth , happened abour 
the ſametime that the 400 were ſet vp in Athens. Thoſe 
Samiarsthat had riſen againlt the Nobility,and were of the 
Peoples {1de, turning when Piſander came thither , at. the D 

erſwaſton of him and of thoſe Aheniars 1nSamo, that 
were his Complices,conſpired rogerherto the number of 
300; and wereto haue aflaulted the reſt as Populars, and 
one Hyperbolu, a lewd fellow,who, not for any feare of his 
power, or forany dignity, but for wickedneſle of life, and 
diſhonour he did the Citie, had beene baniſhed by 0/tra- 
ciſme, they ſlew ; abetted cherein both by Charminus, one of 
che Commanders , and by other Athenians that were 4- 
monegſt them, who had giuen them their faich ; and toge- 
ther with theſe they committed other faCts of the ſame FE 
kind,and were fully bent to haue aſſaulted the —_— 
ide, 
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| Al fide, but they hauing gotten notice thereof, made known? 


 E the Army which was not of their faftion, to the intent to kill them

thedefigne both ro the Generals, L-os,and Diom:dor, ( for 
cheſe being honoured by che Pe-op/z, endured the Nligarch; 
vawillingly ) and alſo to Thrafibuius,and Thra/'w, whereot 
one was Captaine ofa Cally, and che other gaptaine of a 
Band of a men of Armes, and to ſuch others continuall y 
as they thought ſtood in greatelt oppolicion ro che Con- 
ſpirators ; and required of chem, that they would not fee 
them deſtroyed, and Samos alienated from the Athenians,by 
the only means of which their Dominion-had cill this time 
kept it ſelfe in the ſtateit isin. They hearing it, went to 
the Souldiers, and exhorted them one by one,not to ſuffer 
it, eſpecially to the ParMans, ( who were all 4chenians and 
Freemen, comethither in the Cally called Paralus,and had 
alwayes before been enenues to the iOligarchy. And Leon, 
and Diomedon,whenſoeuer they went forth any whither, 
left them certaine Gallies for their guard.) Sothat when 
the 300 aſlaulted them, the Commons-of the Samiars, with 
the helpe of all cheſe,and — of the Paralians , had 
the vpper hand, and of the z3co, ſlew 30. "Three of the 
chiefe authors,they baniſhed, and burying inobliuion che 
faulr ofthe relt, gouerned the State fromthat time forward 
as a Democratic. 

The Paralu,and it / ereas the ſonne of Archeſtratus , a 
man of Athens, one that had been forward in the making of 
this change, che Samia»s,and the Souldiers diſpatched pre- 
ſently away to Athens , to aduertiſe them of what was 
done; for they knew not yer that the gouernment was in| 
the hands of « 400. When they arrmed , the 40 caſt 
ſome two or three of theſe of the Paralus into priſon ; the 
reſt after they had taken the Gally from them, and put 
them aboord another Military Cally , they commanded 


to keepe guard about Eubez. But (erear,by ſome meanes | 


or other,getting preſently away, ſeeing how things went, 
came backeto Samos, and related tothe Army all that the

fallen vpon the chiefe authors of the Oligarchy , and vpon 
ſuch of the reſt as were partakers of it. Yer afterwards, 
being hindregþy ſuch as came berweene, and aduiſed them 
not toouerthrow the State,rhe enemy lying ſo nere with 
their Gallies toaſlaulc chem, they gaue 1t oter. Afﬀeer 
this, Thraſybuius the ſonne of Lycas,and Thraſy!us , ( for theſe 
were che principall authors of the change.) determining 
now openly toreduce the State at Samos to a Democracy, 
rooke oathes of all the Souldters, eſpecially of the 0ligar- 
chicas , the greateſt-they could deuiſe, both char they ſhould

So there wasa contention at this time,one {1de compel- 
ling the Citie to a Democracy ; the other, the Army to an 
Oligarchy. And preſently there was an Aflembly of the 
Souldiers called, wherein they deprived the former Com- 
 manders.and ſuch Captaines of Callies asthey had in fuſ 
pition,of their charge,and choſe others, both Captaines of 
Gallies,and Commanders in their places, of which Thra- 
/3bulw and Thraſylu were two. And they ſtood vp and 
encouraged one another, both otherwiſe , and with this, 
Tat they bad no cauſe to be deietted for the Cities reuolung from - 
|thers; For they at Athens, being che l:ſier part , had for[aken 
.chem,who were not onely the greater part , out alſo eurry way the

better prouid:d. For they hauing the whole Nauy could compell the 
reſt of the citics,ſubic& puto them.to pay tn their mony,as well now, 
as if they were to ſet out from Athens it /elfe. And that they alſo 
bad aCitie, namely Sgamos, no weake one, but euen ſucha one, as 
when they were exemics, wanted little of taking the Dominion of 
the Seafrom the Athenians.

ties thereabouts ; and there followed a ſmall fight be- 


uM. 
In the meane time, they that were in authority at Samos, 


and eſpecially Thraſ/ybulus, who after the forme of Go. 
uerntment changed, was (til] of the minde to haue Alcibi- 
ades recalled , ar length in an Aflembly perſwaded rhe 
Souldiers to the fame. And when they had decreed for 
Alcibiades, both his rerurne, and his ſecurity, he went to 
Ti/Japhernes, and ferched Alcibiades tO Samos, accounting it 
their onely meanes of ſafety, ro winne Tiſſaphernes from 
the Peloponnefians to themſelues. An'Aflembly being 
called; Alcibiades complained of, and lamented, the calami- 
ty of his owne exile, and ſpeaking much of the buſineſle of 
the State, gaue them no ſmall hopes of the future time, 
hyperbolically magnifying hisown power with Tiſapher- 


racies difſolue, and alſo thoſe at Samos the more honour 
him, and take better heart vnto themfelues : and with. 
all, that the Enemy might obiect the fame to the vemolt 


cherefore, with the greate(t boaſt char could bee, affirmed 
that T:[aphernes had vndertaken to him, that as long as he 
had any thing left, if hee might but truſt the Athenians, 
they ſhould neuer want for maintenance; no, though 
hee ſhould bee conſtrained ro make Money of his 
owne bed ; and that he would fetch the Phxnician Fleet 
now at 4ſþ-ndus, not to the Peloponneſiars, but to the A- 
thenians. And that then onely hee would rely vpon the

BY Pelopomnefians mur- 


mur againſt T:ſſaphernes 
and Afijgcbus, 
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 Hearingthisand much more, they choſe him preſencly A 


for Generall, rogether with thoſe that were before,. and 

commited vnto them the whole gouernment of their af- 

faires. And now there was not a man that would haue 

ſold his preſent hopes, both of ſubliſting themſelues, and 
being reuenged of the Foure-hwydred, for any good in the 
world ; and were ready cuen then, vpon thoſe words of 
his, contemning the Enemue there preſenc, to ſet ſayle for 
Pirews Buthe, though many preſled it, by all meanes 
forbade their going againſt Pirew, being to leaue their E- 
nemies fo neere ; but ſince they had choſen him Generall, 


| he was, he ſaid, to goe to Tiſaphernes firſt, and to diſpatch 
| ſuch bulineſſe with him as concerned the Warre. And 
as ſogneas the Afſembly brake vp, he tooke his tourney 


accordingly, to the cnd that he might ſeeme to communi- 


| cate euery thing with him, and for that he deſired alfo to 


bee inguore honour with him, and to ſhew that here was 


| Generall, and a man capable to doe him good or hurt. 


And it happened to Alcibiades, that he awed the Athenians 
with Tiſapbernes, and Tiſſapbernes with the Athenians. 


When the P/loponnefians that. were at Hiletw heard that 
Alcibiades was gone home, whereas they' miſtruſted Tifa- 
phernes before, now they much more accuſed him. Forit 
fell out; that whenat che comming of. the Athenians with 
their Fleet before Miletus, they refuſed to giue them Bat- 
cell, T;ſaphernes became therby a great deale ſlacker in his 
payment,& beſides that he was hated by them before this, 
tor Alcibiades ſake, the Souldiers now, meeting in Com- 
paniesapart, reckoned vp one to another, the ſame matters 
which they had noted before, and ſome alſo, men of va- 
lue, and not the common Souldier alone, recounted this 
withall, how they had neuer had their full ſtipend, that 
theallowance was but ſmall, and yet not continually paid, 
and that vnleſle they either foughc, or went to ſome other 
place where they might haue maintenance, their men 


| would abandon the Fleet, and that the cauſe of all this 
| was in M/Zyochws, who for priuate lucre gaue way to the 


humour of Tiſaphernes. Whileſt theſe were vpon this con- 
{1deration, there happened alſo a certaine tumult about A- 


]/tzochu. For the Mariners of the Syracufgars and Thurians, 


by how much they were a multitude, that had greater li- 


berty - 
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{A berry chen-the ceſt, wich ſo much the ſtouter imporcuni-

ty, they demaunded their pay. And he not onely gaue 
chem ſomewhat an inſolent anſwer,but alſo theeatned Do- 
riew, that amongſt the reſt ſpake for the Souldiers vnder 
himſelfe, and lift vp his ſtate: againſt him. When che 
Souldiers ſaw that,they tooke vp a cry [like Seamen in- 
deed,all at once,and were running vpon A/tyockns, ro hauc 
ſtricken him. But foreſecing it, he fledto an Altar , and 
was not ſtricken, but they wereparted againe. 

The .Milefans alſo tooke m; a certaine Fort in - Miletw, 


B builc by T:ſ«pberies, hauing priuily aſſaulred ir, and cafi 


out the Garriſon that was within ic. * Theſe things were 
by the reſt of the Confederates,and eſpecially by the Syra- 
cuſians,well approued of, but Lichaz liked them not ; ſfay- 
ing, it behoued the Milefans, and the reſt dwelling within 
the Kings Dominion, to haueobeyed Ti//aphernes in all mo- 
derate things,and till ſuch time as the Warre ſhould.,haue 
been well diſpatched, to haue courted him. And the Mi- 
l:(ans, forthis and other things of this kind were offended 
with Lichas, and afterwards when hee dyed of ficke- 
neflſe, would not permit him to bee buried in that place, 
where the Lacedemonians then preſent, would haue had 
him. _. 7d | 

Whileſt they were quarrelling about their buſineſle 
with A/tyochu and Tifſapbernes, Mindarurcommeth in from 
Lacedemon to ſucceed Aſtyochw in his charge of the Fleet. 


Andas ſoone as he had taken the Command vpon him, | 


Aſtyochu departed. But with him Tifapherres ſent a Ca- 
rian,named Caulcites, one that ſpake*borh the Languages, 
both to accuſe the Mzlefans about the Fort,and alſo to make 
an Apologie for himſelfe. Knowing that the Milefians 
went principally to exclaime. ypon him, and that Hermo- 
crates went with them, and would bewray how Tiſſapher- 
nes vadid the buſtneſle of the Peloponnefians, with Alcibiades, 
and dealt on both hands.

ſome of che heads of the 0/jgarchica's, and ſth as bare Of- 
fice amongſt chem, as Theramenes the ſonne of Avnen; and 
Ariſtocrates the ſonne of Sicelias,and others, who though 
they were partakers with che foremoſt in the affaires of 
State, yet feared, as they ſaid, Alcibiades,' arid the Armie 
at Samos; and ioyned inthe ſending of 'Ambaſſadours _

For at once the 
claymed'euery one, not to be equall, but to bee farre the 
chiefe. Whereas in a Democracie, when cleEtion is made, 
C becauſe a man is not onercome by his equals, hecanbercer 
brooke it. But the great power of 4/{bj44:5 at Samos,and 
che opinion they had chat the Oljgarchy was nor like tg laſt, 
was it that moſt cuidencly encouraged” them; and there- 
vpon they euery one concended,, who ſhould moſt 'emi- 
nently become che Patron of the People. 

Bur choſe of the Foure-bundred that were moſt oppoſite 
to ſuch a forme of Giouernment, and the principall of 
them, both *Phrynichw, (who had beeneGienerall ac Samos, 
and was euer ſince at difference with Alcibiades) and Ari- 
D /zarchus, a man that had beenean aduerſary to the People, 
both in the greateſt manner, and for the longeſt time; and 
Piſandzr and Antiphon, and others of the greateſt power, not 
onely formerly,as ſoone as they centred into authority, and 
afterward when the State at Samos reuolted to the People, 
ſent Ambaſladours to L acedemon, and beſtirred themſelues 
for the Oligarchy and builta wal in the place called E-tioneia, 
but much more afterwards, when their Ambaſſadours 
were come from Samos, and that they ſaw not onely the 
Populars, but alſo ſome others of their own party,thoughc 
E rrulty before, to bee now changed.

For 
neither did their {offe in-Sicily, though chen thought grear, 
nor any other at any time fo much aftcight chem, as this. 
For-now when thei Army at $qmos was in rebellion, when 
they hadno more Gallies,, nor men to put aboord, when 
they were in Sedition amon{tchemielues, andin contunu- 
all expectation of falling togecher by the .eares , chen in 
the necke of all, arriued this great Calamity ; wherein 
chey not onely loſt their Gallies , but alſo, which was 
worlt of all, Eubea, by which chey had reccijued more 
Commodity then by Attica, How. chen could they 
chooſe but bedeiected > But moſt of all chey were trou- 
bled, and that for the necreneſle , with a feare lealt vpon 
this victory, theenemy ſhould take courage, and come 
immediately into Pireu, now empty of Shipping, of 
which -they thought nothing wanting,buc char they wege 
not therealready. And had they been& any thing aduen- 
turous, they might _ haue done it , and then, had 
they flayed thaw and beftegedthem , they had. nor gnely 
encreaſed the Sedition, bur alfo compelled the Fleet to 
comeaway from Jonia, to the ayde of their kinred and of 
the whole City, though Enenues to the Oligarchy ; and 
in the meane time gotren, the Hellopows; Tovia, the 1lands 
and all .places cuen ro Exbaa, and as,one may ſay, the 
whole Acheniar Exapire into their power. But the Laced- 
»onians not onely 1n this, bur .in many other things were 
moſt - commodious- enemies to the Athenians to Warre 
withall. Forbeing of moſt difterenchumours, the one 
ſwift,the other ſlow, the one aduentyrous , the other ti- 
merous , the Lacedemoniens gaue them great aduantage, 
eſpecially when their greatneſſe was by Sea. This was 
cuident in the Syracukans, who being, in,condition like vn- 
to them , warred belt againſt chem.

The Peloponnefiatiftherefore charging this middle part,

nor Thraſylus in the left Wing, both becauſe hee could D 
not ſee what was done for the Promontory of ('ynos-ſema, 
and becauſe alo hee was kept from it by the Syracuf- 
ans and others , Iying vpon his hands, no fewer in 
number then themſelues.
